was once offered $40,000 for the 
manuscript of the book 


E}mor Glyn led a life almost as 


glamorous,as any described m her 
novels. She was born on the island 
of'Jersey and by the time she was 
27 years old was a widely traveled 
young woman of fashion, with daz- 
zling red hair and green eyes She 
once recalled how four young Eng- 
lishmen quarreled over 
her and 


•then jumped into a lake in 
full 


evening dress, Among her early ad- 
mirers were a British peer, a duke 
and a millionaire, but she married 
'a commoner, Clayton Glyn, who 
died in 1915.

Glyn, 78, well known novelist, died 
early todSy after an illness of sev- 
eral weeks. 


Mrs. Glyn who would have been 


79 Oct 17, entered a nursing home 
three weeks ago. Her condition be- 
came steadily worse and she was 
unconscious the past two days 


The writer established her liter- 


ary 
reputation 
with the novel 


"Three Weeks," but she was per- 
haps equally well known as the 
woman who taught Rudolph Valen- 
tino, famous star of 
the 
silent 


movies, how to make screen love 


"Three Weeks," which has been 


described as the foundation of the 
modern sex novel, was so daring 
it 
shocked 
grandmothers 
and 


caused' a storm of protest, but it 
turned out to be one of the greatest 
popular successes of the day She 
was once offered $40,000 for the 
manuscript of the book 


E}mor Glyn led a life almost as 


glamorous,as any described m her 
novels. She was born on the island 
of'Jersey and by the time she was 
27 years old was a widely traveled 
young woman of fashion, with daz- 
zling red hair and green eyes She 
once recalled how four young Eng- 
lishmen quarreled over 
her and 


•then jumped into a lake in 
full 


evening dress, Among her early ad- 
mirers were a British peer, a duke 
and a millionaire, but she married 
'a commoner, Clayton Glyn, who 
died in 1915. 
One of her familiar sayings was 


that "all the legislation in the world 
will not abolish: kissing."
